Computer 
program listings (37 CFR 1.96(c)), "Sequence Listings" (37 CFR 1.821(c)), 
and tables having more than 50 pages of text are permitted to be 
submitted on compact discs.) or 

REFERENCE TO A "MICROFICHE APPENDIX" (See MPEP § 608.05(a).

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

7. Claims 1 - 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

8. The claims are generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with current 
U.S. practice. They appear to be a literal translation into English from a foreign 
document and are replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. 

9. Claim 1 recites the limitation "media data filing information" in lines 3 and 4. 
There is insufTicient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. "Media data filing 
information" is not defined. 

10. Claim 1 recites the limitation "HD" in line 4. There is insufficient antecedent basis 
for this limitation in the claim. "HD" appears to be an acronym, however the acronym is 
not defined. 
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11. Claim 1 recites the limitation "the headsets " in line 4 and 7. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

12. Claim 1 recites the limitation "the sectors" in line 6. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

13. Claim 1 recites the limitation "the idleness" in line 7. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

14. Regarding claim 1 , the phrase "which implies" renders the claim indefinite 
because it is unclear whether the limitation(s) following the phrase are part of the 
claimed invention. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). 

15. Claim 2 recites the limitation "the data filing surfaces" in line 9. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

16. Claim 3 provides for the use of headsets in data transfers, but, since the claim 
does not set forth any steps involved in the method/process, it is unclear what 
method/process applicant is intending to encompass. A claim is indefinite where it 
merely recites a use without any active, positive steps delimiting how this use is actually 
practiced. 

Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed recitation of a use, 
without setting forth any steps involved in the process, results in an improper definition 
of a process, i.e., results in a claim which is not a proper process claim under 35 
U.S.C. 101. See for example Ex parte Dunki, 153 USPQ 678 (Bd.App. 1967) and 
Clinical Products. Ltd. v. Brenner, 255 F. Supp. 1 31 , 149 USPQ 475 (D.D.C. 1 966). 
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17. Claim 4 incorporates Figure 2 by reference. Incorporating a figure or table by 
reference is permitted only in exceptional circumstances where there is no practical way 
to define the invention in words and where it is more concise to incorporate be 
reference than duplicating a drawing or table into the claim. Incorporation by reference 
is a necessity doctrine, not for applicant's convenience. Ex parte Fressola, 27 USPQ2d 
1608, 1609 (Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 1993); see MPEP 2173.05(s). 

1 8. Claim 5 provides for the use of headsets at a same surface, but, since the claim 
does not set forth any steps involved in the method/process, it is unclear what 
method/process applicant is intending to encompass. A claim is indefinite where it 
merely recites a use without any active, positive steps delimiting how this use is actually 
practiced. 

Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed recitation of a use, 
without setting forth any steps involved in the process, results in an improper definition 
of a process, i.e., results in a claim which is not a proper process claim under 35 
U.S.C. 101. See for example Ex parte Dunki, 153 USPQ 678 (Bd.App. 1967) and 
Clinical Products, Ltd. v. Brenner, 255 F. Supp. 131, 149 USPQ 475 (D.D.C. 1966). 

19. Claim 6 provides for the use of the simplified device included in Figure 3, but, 
since the claim does not set forth any steps involved in the method/process, it is unclear 
what method/process applicant is intending to encompass. A claim is indefinite where it 
merely recites a use without any active, positive steps delimiting how this use is actually 
practiced. 
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Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed recitation of a use, 
without setting forth any steps involved in the process, results in an improper definition 
of a process, i.e., results in a claim which is not a proper process claim under 35 
U.S.C. 101. See for example Ex parte Dunki, 153 USPQ 678 (Bd.App. 1967) and 
Clinical Products, Ltd. v. Brer)r)er, 255 F. Supp. 131, 149 USPQ 475 (D.D.C. 1966). 

20. Claim 6 incorporates Figure 3 by reference. Incorporating a figure or table by 
reference is pemriitted only in exceptional circumstances where there is no practical way 
to define the invention in words and where it is more concise to incorporate be 
reference than duplicating a drawing or table into the claim. Incorporation by reference 
is a necessity doctrine, not for applicant's convenience. Ex parte Fressola, 27 USPQ2d 
1608, 1609 (Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 1993); see MPEP 2173.05(s). 

Conclusion 

21 . Where there is a great deal of confusion and uncertainty as to the proper 
interpretation of the limitations of the claims, it would not be proper to reject such claims 
on the basis of prior art. See /n re Steele 305 F.2d 859,134 USPQ 292 (CCPA 1962); 
see MPEP 2173.06.
